INTERESTING HIGHLIGHTS IN THE LIFE OF 
SIR WALTER SCOTT 


In 1771, Walter Scott, 
destined to be one of the 
world's great writers was 
born in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, Before he was two 
years old he suffered a 
severe illness which left 
‘him lame for the rest of 
his life, and his father, in 
the hope that he would 
regain’ his strength, sent 
him to the home of his 
grandfather in the coun- 

. There he learned to speak German, French, 
Italian in order that he might read the ro- 
ontic tales of other countries. Even at this early 
ait of his life he showed an almost insatiable 


For two years he attended the University of 
‘dinburgh and at the age of sixteen entered the 
office of his father. In spite of the fact that 
‘aw had litle or no oppeal for him, he was ad: 
ed to the Scottish bar in 1791. when he was

ion, and in 1814 completed Waverly, a 
"novel begun in 1805 and which he had laid aside. 
f as the first of the Waverly novels, among 


which are Guy Mannering, Rob Roy, Kenil- 


worth, Quentin Durward, The Talisman, 
and The Bride of Lammermoor. These roman- 
tic tales, brought to life through Scott's under- 
standing and knowledge of the intimate details 
of his Scotland, were published anonymously and 
their authorship was not even acknowledged until 
1827. However, they were tremendously success 
ful and were widely read. As a result of his 
worthy contributions to the field of English litera- 
ture, George IV made him a baronet in 1820. 

In 1811 he bought a hundred acre estate on 
the Tweed River, and from time to time added 
to it until it was one of the largest in that section 
of the countryside. Unfortunately, however, the 
possibilities of his living in his castle, as a feudal 
knight of old were not to be fulfilled. He had 
been associated for many years in a printing and 
publishing enterprise, and when it failed in 1826, 
Scott assumed full personal responsibility to 
creditors for more than $600,000. In.an effort to 
pay back these obligations, Scott worked furi- 
ously from then on. In two years he had paid 
back more than $200,000. The strain was too 
great, and in 1830 Scott was stricken with 
paralysis. Two years later he died at Abbotsford, 
his castle on the Tweed. 

Before the publication of Ivanhoe, Scott's 
popularity had been based on his Waverly novels, 
and while they were popular, even the interest in 
Scottish Manners, and Scottish Dialect must, in 
the end prove tiring if resorted to exclusively. 


In contrast to his Scottish scenes he planned a 
novel that was to be purely English in character. 
The period he chose was the reign of Richard the 
Lion Hearted. The locale would not only attract 
attention because of the novelty of the names 
that were to be used, but also because the con- 
flict between the Soxons, who tilled the soil, and 
the Normans, who still ruled as conquerors, of- 
fered a vast subject matter upon which Scott 
could construct his drama. 

In order to understand and appreciate the 
literary endeavors of Scott, it is necessary, as in 
any oppraisal of a work of art, to know the cir- 
cumstances, time, and social setting in which it 
was produced. 

“Ivanhoe,” the first of his medieval romances, 
was completed in 1819, Up until then the whole 
era of the Middle Ages had been ignored or un- 
known by most people. There was o desire on the 
part of the populaticn to forget—to escape the 
reality, the sufferings and the sacrifices that had 
been made. It is thus after every great social up- 
heaval in history. In this scene one can understand 
fully the instantaneous success of the novel. Car- 
dinal Newman said that he turned men's minds in 
the direction of the Middle Ages. “The general 
need of something deeper and more attractive 
than what had been offered’ elsewhere may be 
considered to have led to his popularity. He 
stimulated their mental thirst, their hopes, and 
set before them visions which once seen were not 
easily forgotten.” 

Chivalry, heraldry, the pomp and ceremony of 
knights in armor fighting and dying for the wom- 
en they loved, was the perfect antidote to twenty- 
five years of war, and pestilence. 

To return to the story itself, Scott patterned 
Rebecca and her fother ofter real people. His 
sympathy for the Jews of Germany had been 
aroused by his friend Mr. Skene who, when Sir 
Walter was ill, attempted to divert his mind by 


relating his expetiences with them while he was a - 


youth in'Germany. Scott chose os his prototype 
ef Rebecca, a beautiful ond remarkable Amer- 
ican Jewess, Rebecca Gratz, a lady well known 
for her philanthropy and zealous religious fervour. 
Scott never knew her, but Washington Irving, who 
was her great friend portroyed her to Scott while 
visiting Abottsford. Scott determined to use her 
in Ivanhoe, which was then in preparation. When
